WHOLESALE TRADE 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified 
exemptions, goods sold by wholesale in Australia including imports, are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as vendors 
trading only in exempt goods are not required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects 
of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, but total 
recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information is available to enable adjustment to be made to the crude figures on this 
account.

Commodities in this index are priced in their primary or basic form wherever possible. The prices used have, in the main, been obtained directly 
from manufacturers and merchants. With a few important exceptions they are from Melbourne sources. The weighting system adopted is based 
on estimates of the average annual consumption of the commodities in Australia during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 inclusive. Work is pro- 
ceeding on the preparation of new series of wholesale price index numbers. Meanwhile, the present series continue to be compiled on their 
existing basis, which has become increasingly affected by changes in usage, changes of category as between ‘imported’ and ‘home-produced’ 
for some commodities, and changes in industrial structure.

Sales, Wholesale Hire Purchase, Other Consumer and Commercial Loans (comprising personal loans, mortgage loans and commercial loans and 
advances) and Factoring. These statistics were first published in February 1966 in the bulletin ‘Finance Companies’, July 1964 to October 
1965, which also contains information on the scope of the new statistics and definitions of the items. The ‘Finance Companies’ covered in 
the statistics given below, in so far as they provide instalment credit for retail sales, are also inc/uded in the statistics ‘Instalment Credit for 
Retail Sales’ (pages 12-14).
